Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group A in the reply filed on 01/31/05 is 
i acknowledged. 

; 2. Claims 3 and 18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
S 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
• linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 01/31/05. 

Drawings 

! 3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
: every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the chamber body 
: comprising an external indicator (claim 6, 9), the external indicator being a color (claim 
i 7), the plurality of compressed gas chambers (claim 8), must be shown or the feature(s) 
; canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
| reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
! replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
I prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
; number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 
4. The [a) statements of intended use or field of use, b) H adapted to", "adapted for" 
or "configured for" clauses, c) "wherein" clauses, or d) "whereby"] clauses are 
essentially method limitations or statements of intended or desired use. Thus, these 
claims as well as other statements of intended use do not serve to patentably 
distinguish the claimed structure over that of the reference. See In re Pearson, 181 
USPQ 641; In re Yanush, 177 USPQ 705; In re Finsterwalder, 168 USPQ 530; In re 
Casey, 512 USPQ 235; In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458; Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2nd 
1647. 

See MPEP § 21 14 which states: 

A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is 
intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from the prior art 
apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte 
, Masham, 2 USPQ 2nd 1647 

Claims directed to apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather 
than functions. In re Danly, 120 USPQ 528, 531. 

Apparatus claims cover what a device is not what a device does. Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch 
& Lomb Inc., 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528. 

As set forth in MPEP § 21 15, a recitation in a claim to the material or article worked 



upon does not serve to limit an apparatus claim. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

7. (a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 10, 11, 13-16, 19, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S : C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. 
5613483 issued to Lukas et al. (hereinafter "Lukas"). 

9. Lukas discloses a paintball pneumatic assembly comprising a pneumatic piston 
124 mounted in a cylinder 1 12; a bolt 38 coupled to the piston, the bolt including ports 
144 located on the rear wall (sidewall); and, a sealing member 50. Lukas also discloses 
a compressed gas storage area 26. The device further includes a body 12, 28 and an 
aperture 169 in body 28 capable of permitting viewing of gas storage area 26. The bolt 
is slidably mounted on a valve stem 138, which includes a sealing member 140 
arranged on a forward portion thereof. 

10. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lukas in 
view of US 6065460 issued to Lotuaco. Lukas discloses a paintball gun as described 
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I above but does not disclose expressly a control valve comprising a solenoid. Lotuaco 
; discloses an electronically operated gun including such a valve 28. At the time of the 
| invention, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to provide the gun 
j of Lukas with the solenoid valve of Lotuaco. The suggestion/motivation for doing so 
\ would have been to provide an electronically operated paintball gun so as to minimize 
j the frequent interaction of mechanical parts such as between the trigger and sear. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
■ 1 1 . Claims 1 , 2, 4-9 and 22 are allowed. 

; 12. Claim 17 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
: limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
: 1 3. Applicant's arguments filed 08/26/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
I persuasive. 

! 14. With respect to the arguments against the rejection of independent claim 10, the 
: applicant submits Lukas does not disclose sidewall ports that slide past a sealing 
• member. To the contrary, Lukas discloses such a configuration as discussed in the 

rejection. The ports 144 located on the rear wall anticipated the term "sidewall" 
. because no special orientation is defined by said term. So, for example, the rear wall 
; can be a "sidewall" with respect to adjacent or nearby components such as the tubular 
; walls of the bolt. 
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. 15. With respect to the rejection of independent claim 16, applicant asserts that the 
; addition of the term "directly" overcomes the prior art when used in connection with the 
: receipt of gas from a compressed gas storage area. However, such a term does not 
j serve to structurally distinguish the claimed invention from that of the prior art. If the 
! applicant desires to exclude other intermediary components then it is a simple matter to 
' make use of negative claim language or transitional phrases that exclude additional 

■ components.
